SUPERFICIAL (4-8 HOURS) NARCOTICS TRAINING IN BASIC PROGRAMS, 
COMBINED WITH CRIMES IN GENERAL. BOTH AGENCIES ARE FEDERAL 
AND THEIR ACADEMIES ARE, THEREFORE, NATIONAL TRAINING CENTERS: 

TO EMBASSY'S KNOWLEDGE LITTLE OR NO NARCOTICS TRAINING IS 
CONDUCTED AT LOWER LEVELS; 

(C) TWO ABOVE-MENTIONED ACADEMIES PROVIDE BASIC LAW ENFORCEMENT 
TRAINING TO CIVIL GUARD AND DGS PERSONNEL; 

(D) INSTRUCTORS IN DGS ACADEMY ARE SELECTED FROM POLICE INSPECTOR 
RANKS, USUALLY ARE HIGH SCHOOLD GRADUATED AND HAVE LITTLE OR 
NO SPECIAL TEACHER TRAINING OR PREPARATION IN NARCOTICS 

FIELD. INSTRUCTORS IN CIVIL GUARD ACADEMY ARE SELECTED

TRAINING BY SPANISH IS FEASIBLE OR POSSIBLE. 

2. COMMENT: EMBASSY'S DRAFT PROPOSAL FOR DEFINITIVE AGREEMENT 
ON NARCOTICS COOPERATION WITH SPAIN IS PRESENTLY UNDERGOING CLEARANCE 
BY WASHINGTON AGENCIES. ASSUMING SATISFACTORY AGREEMENT SIGNED 
WITH SPAIN WITHIN NEXT FEW MONTHS EMBASSY WOULD BE IN BETTER 
POSITION TO RECOMMEND FURTHER TRAINING AMONG OTHER JOINT EFFORTS. 
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THE ONLY PENDING REQUEST FOR TRAINING ASSISTANCE (DETECTOR DOG 
TRAINING IN COCAINE DETECTION) WAS SUBJECT TO MADRID 8755 
(REPEATED TO DEAPRTMENT, S/NM; DEA, AND US CUSTOMS, INTL. OPS;).
